SAN FRANCISCO, April 15.—W. H. T. 


Durant, the suspected murderer of 
Blanch Lament and Marian Williams, 
has lost aU his former calmness of de- 
meanor. He is excited and nervous 
and whether innocent or guilty realizes 
his serious predicament. 
The police 


have discovered no new developments 
since last night, 


A report was current this morning 


that Duruut had confessed and that a 
third body had beeu found in the 
ohnroh. The police say there is not the 
least truth in either rumor. Chief 
Crowley is satisfied that Durant is the 
mail who outraged 
and 
murdered 


Blanch Lament and Marian Williams; 
that Blanch was murdered and after- 
wards carried to the belfry is evident, 
because the thick dust in the belfry 
shows only a man's footprints and no 
evidence of a struggle, 


It is urged in Durant's behalf that 


a man so small and slight as he could 
not aloue have carried the body up the 
winding stairs to the belfry. He is only 
live feat seven inches, and not robust 
looking. The shavings and wood which 
had evidently lain ou the floor since 
the church was built, had not been dis- 
turbed in the belfry. The murderer 
had placed a block of wood under the 
victim's head and also under each heel. 


There is one clue in the case which 


the detectives have overlooked. On 
the left side of Durant's chiu two small 
pieces of skin are torn off. The scars 
were quite red this morning. When

Hi 3 hair was disordered, his 
linen crumpled and his face in prespira- 
tion. IIo asked to rearrange his toilet. 


This morm.'W Durant refused to talk 


for publication, but conversed with 


Medical College. 


It is rumored that a mob was organ 


izing to burn down the desecrated 
church. Police were sent to guard the 
edifice, and no attempt was made to 
carry out the threat. 


The general opinion about the city is 


unanimous in believing Durant is the 
murderer. 0. H. Marston came to the 
morgue to-day and said that Duran 
was continually trying to kiss girls in 
and about the church, having tried t 
take liberties with Marston's niece 
When three rings belonging to Blench 
'Lament were seut to the latters aun 
the paper enclosing them bore th 
names of George King andProfesso 
Schonstein. Experts say thiswritin 
was done by Durant, although sligbtl 
disguised. The police believe he tried 
to put the suspicion on the other two 
men that ho might not himself be 
suspected.

Old Party leaders Much Interested— 


The Populist lenders Giving Their 
Adherence to the Silver Movement-

A Washington dispatch says leaders 


of both the old political parties are 
watching with considerable interest 
the tour westward of ex-Congressman 
Sibley, General A. J. Warner and Sen- 
ators Jones and Stewart of Nevada, 
who go to Denver to inaugurate the 
campaign of the American Bimetallic 
party, of which Mr. Slb'.ey is the nom- 
inee for President. This tour is claim- 
ed by these gentlemen to be one of 
education pure and simple, to endeavor 
to convince the people of the West that 
no hope for the silver or bimetallic 
standard can be reasonably expected 
of either the Republican or Democratic 
parties, and that therefore all friends 
of silver and currency reform on a bi- 
metallic basis should join the ranks of 
the new party, which, these gentlemen 
state, is entirely independent of the 
Republican, Democratic or Populist 
parties. 


Opinion is greatly divided as to the 


results of this silver crusade, some be- 
lieving that from apolitical standpoint 
it will amount to nothing, while others 
express 
considerable 
apprehension 


that it may have the effect of slough- 
ing off large numbers of silver men 
from both the Eepublican and Demo- 
cratic parties, while the Populists, for 
the time being at least, will fuse with 
the new party. In fact, all the Popu- 
list leaders at the national capital have 
already burned their other bridges and 
given in their adherence to the silver 
movement headed by Mr. S'bley.
